The demand for a 43-hour week in 
the name of women is Insincere. What 
really is intended is to gain a: forty- 
eight hour week for men in the name 
of women. 


"Worst condition of employment for 


women are not in the factories, but 
are met in domestic service, in ston.-a 
and on the farms, to which the pro- 
posed 48-hour week will not apply. If 
the 48-hour week is obtained, there 
will begin immediately a campaign for 
a 44-hour week; and it that in turn

Mr. Newdick limited himself to a

One of the functions 
which the retailer performed he said, 
was that of keeping down the profits 
of the manufacturers through com- 
petition -in buying. The actual pro- 
fits after .deducting all of the various 
costs of the service 
rendered were 


shown to be very moderate. The real 
way of figuring whether the cost of 
living was high or not, was that of es- 
timating how much of necessities -of 
life could be secured through the earn- 
ings received through a given space 
of time. By this he meant that no 
one can get more for the earnings of 
ten hours now than he could get 50 
years ago for the earnings oi: twelve 
hours. This means that the. cost .of 
living has gone down.

Statistics based- on detailed reports

third o£ the country's mileage show- 
that, despite the growing1 use of pleas- 
ure automobiles and keen bus com- 
petition In many sections, more per- 
sona rode on electric railways during 
1922 than In 1921. The total number 
of-passengers carried exceeded fifteen 
billion. Up to May there was a fall- 
ing oft In revenue passengers over last 
year,-but since that time .generally 
there7 has been a steady increase. 


Net operating 
revenue 
increased 


7.4 per cent In spite of the fact that 
the gross revenue was oft 2 1-2 per 
cent owing to general fare reductions 
per passenger from 7.49 to 7.33.cents. 
A decrease of 5.9 per cent in operating 
expenses served in great measure to 
offset the fare reduction loss. 


The operating ratio, which repre- 


sents the percentage that operating 
costs bear to gross receipts, dropped 
from 75.2 to 72.4. This is a continu- 
ation of the improved conditions of 
the industry noted a year ago, and is 


. one of the most favorable signs in its 


gradual steady recover}'. 


Receivership records for 
the year 


are encouraging, Mr. Emmbns de- 
Clares. Detailed reports from Janu- 
ary 1 to December 15, 1922, show that 
properties with a total 
mileage of 


'C.Jnly 517 and total outstanding securl 


ties- of $30.986,000 went into receiver- 
ship, while roads with 458 miles of 
track and total securities of $83,729, 
850 came out. 


Receiverships throughout the

dustry 
have 
decreased

since 1019 when the peak was reached 
•with forty-eight companies, embrac- 
ing total securities of approximately 


the largest companies now in receiv- 
ership are improving, and at least one,

The general tendency among regu- 


latory bodies is to keep .fares at a 
increased material and ; labor 
costs. 


The ahve.rage fare today in a group of 
275 representative cities Is. approxi- 
mately 43 per cent higher than it was 
at the outbreak of the war, T/hile the 
average wage increase la 81 per cent, 
and the average material cost increase 
is 102 per cent. Inasmuch 
as labor 


and material costs 
constitute about 


75 per -ent ot all operating expenses 
of eltotric railways, the proportionate 
increase in fares over pre-war levels is 
much lower than in the increase <n 
cost of labor and materials. 


Probably the most important factoi 


in keeping the percentage of increase 
In the average fare much below the 
percentage of increase in the cost o: 
wages and materials is that the In- 
crease in the average rate of interest 
has been comparatively slight. -Most 
of the capital invested- in companies 
in years past bore a low rate of In- 
terest. The average rats of return to- 
day upon ail the Interest-bearing se- 
curities in the average electric rail- 
way system la very much less than Is 
generally realized. In a great many 
cases, it Is less than 5 per cent.
